Polynesian Race Said (o 


Have Origin in 


Java. 


The. P'-ynesian race originated in. Ja- 


va according to Rev. W. D. Wester- 
velt who lectured last evening before 
th'e. Problem 
iCJub on "Polynesian 


Mythology." 
He drew his deductions 


from a study of the Polynesian myth* 
and language, snowing a similarity'be- 
tween those of Hawaii, Samoa, Gilbert 
Islands, Fiji, New Zealand and '.other 
groups of the South Pacific. 


Beyond the GJUbert and Caroline JCsi- 


anas, Mr. Westervelt said, there was 
no (knowledge of myths or legends, the 
books were silent as to the Islands of 
'the Western Pacific. 


The similarity was traced In -both 


words and myths, between the people 
of the various groups of Flit. Tonga, 
Hawaii, New Zealand, etc., and the 
people of all these islands, Mr. Wester- 
velt said, came from a common stock. 
Java was the origin of the Polynesian 
race according to Pomander and Clark, 
and Mr, Westervelt said he was inclined 
to the same opinion. 
He traced tbe 


similarity in a number of words and 
myths, snch as "maorl" in New Zea- 
land, meaning the same as "maoll" in 
Hawaii. "Aloha" in Hawaii Is "*iof *" 
in Samoa. 
In the myths Mn Wester- 


velt found a similarity. In that of Maul 
lifting the aky and snaring the *un, a 
legend common to all tbe Pacific 
groups. 


The similarity between the various 


Wanders was shown also in the history 
of Polynesia, in nature knowledge, re- 
ll-<rvn. and in the customs, habits and 
home Ufe all through these group*. 
In all of these there was a similarity 
which, Mr. We-tterrvelt tboairht, left no 
doubt at to tbe common origin of tbe 
Polynesian, race.
